Some sixty firms, repre- -
scntiug one hundred and twenty-thre- e members,
were enrolled, and are now members of the To-
bacco Board of Trade. Its history has been
little known, owing to the circumstance of its
having but recently acquired a local position,,
and is 'only familiar to those who have been
more immediately connected with it and taken
an active part In its deliberations, but felt in the
halls of legislation, where its members have had
a partial hearing, imparting such information as
to justify modification in existing laws which
were detrimental to the great interests of the
trade.
